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This  issue  of  the  Grosvenor  Library  Bulletin  is  unusual.  We  are 
glad  to  present  Mr.  Douglas  C.  McMurtrie's  supplement  to  Dr. 
Severances  list  of  Buffalo  imprints  to  1850.  Mr.  McMurtrie  is  well 
known  as  a  bibliographer,  and  his  field  covers  the  history  of  early 
printing  in  different  states  and  cities.  He  now  has  over  twenty  titles 
among  his  publications. 

Mr.  McMurtrie's  occupation  in  Chicago  is  the  manufacture  of 
type  composing  machines  and  typeface  matrices,  but  his  background 
is  that  of  a  printer.  As  he  travels  on  business,  he  improves  his  op' 
portunities  to  visit  libraries  and  historical  societies,  making  note  of 
early  American  imprints  of  interest  and  carrying  forward  research 
in  his  chosen  field  of  typographic  history.  He  was  at  the  Grosvenor 
about  two  years  ago.  Later  he  talked  with  us  about  his  supplement  to 
Severance.  Finally  he  felt  that,  although  the  list  was  not  complete,  he 
had  tapped  so  many  additional  sources,  that  it  was  wise  to  publish 
for  the  sake  of  those  interested. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  University  of  Buffalo  students 
added  to  the  titles  in  this  list.  Miss  Pauline  Fancher,  whose  gradua- 
tion  thesis  on  Cultural  Interests  in  Buffalo  in  1846  will  be  printed 
in  large  part  in  a  later  issue,  searched  for  Buffalo  publications  in 
that  year  and  found  six.  Miss  Myra  Tyson,  on  special  assignment  at 
the  library,  found  three  in  1845.  It  was  hoped  that  every  year  from 
1812  to  1850  could  be  covered,  and  they  will  be  some  day,  but  the 
list  could  not  be  held  up  for  years  for  this  additional  information. 
If  more  titles  are  found  they  will  be  listed  in  supplements. 

The  general  reader  in  Buffalo  and  elsewhere  need  not  feel  en' 
tirely  lost  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  note 
the  items  that  Buffalo  printers  thought  it  worth  while  to  print.  They 
issued  more  than  are  published  in  Buffalo  today.  Perhaps  they  were 
more  adventuresome,  and  also  it  must  be  noted  that  publishing  had 
not  become  localized  in  a  few  large  centers  as  to-day,  but  many 
printers  and  booksellers  also  issued  publications  when  they  felt  in- 
clined.  Buffalo  collectors  will  scon  be  searching  for  these  items.  From 
the  viewpoint  of  local  history  there  will  be  many  interested  in  this  field. 

The  September  issue  of  the  Bulletin  will  be  taken  up  almost 
entirely  with  a  review  of  the  year  at  the  library,  including  the  annual 
report  of  the  librarian.  Several  interesting  local  articles  will  appear 
in  the  December  issue.

Pamphlets  and  Books  Printed 
in  Buffalo  Prior  to  1850 

Being  a  Supplement  to  the  list  compiled  by  Dr.  F.  H.  Severance 
and  published  in  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  Publications, 
Volume  VI,  Appendix  A,  1903 
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Pamphlets  and  Books  Printed 
in  Buffalo  Prior  to  1850 

Bibliographies  of  books  and  pamphlets  printed  in  individual 
cities  and  towns  are  encountered  rather  infrequently.  There  are,  of 
course,  notable  exceptions,  such  as  the  Bibliography  of  W orcester  by 
Charles  L.  Nichols,  Salem  Imprints  by  Harriet  Tapley,  and  the  essay 
on  Brooklyn  imprints  by  Oscar  Wegelin.  As  well  there  are  my  own 
modest  efforts  at  listing  the  early  imprints  of  New  Orleans,  Chicago, 
Peoria,  and  Milwaukee.  Some  books  listing  the  imprints  of  individual 
printers  make  considerable  contributions  to  the  bibliography  of  the 
community  in  which  the  printer  worked.  I  have  in  mind  those  dealing 
with  the  work  of  William  Williams  at  Utica,  of  Anthony  Haswell, 
principally  at  Bennington,  and  of  Thomas  Collier  at  Litchfield. 

One  of  the  good  bibliographies  of  local  imprints,  however,  is 
that  by  Frank  H.  Severance  entitled  "Books  and  Pamphlets  Printed 
in  Buffalo  prior  to  1850"  which  appeared  as  an  appendix  to  the  sixth 
volume  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  Publications,  dated  1903.  In 
this  volume  the  list  of  imprints  occupied  51  pages,  running  to  a  total 
of  about  300  titles.  The  imprints  are  fully,  though  not  exhaustively, 
described.  Severance  had,  of  course,  as  secretary  of  the  Buffalo  His' 
torical  Society,  unusual  opportunities  to  do  well  such  a  piece  of 
work.  The  outstanding  defect  of  the  list,  which  it  shares  with  prac 
tically  all  other  bibliographies  of  the  period,  is  that  the  copies 
described  are  not  located.  Of  course,  many  were  in  the  Buffalo  His' 
torical  Society,  but  many  were  not. 

Several  years  ago  I  became  interested  in  the  Severance  list  and 
began  to  make  note  of  titles  which  he  did  not  record,  as  I  ran  across 
them  in  my  work.  Dr.  Augustus  H.  Shearer,  hearing  of  my  work  on 
this  list  in  supplement  to  Severance's,  encouraged  me  to  complete  it 
for  publication  in  the  Grosvenor  Library  Bulletin,  as  suitable  a 
medium  as  any  in  which  such  a  bibliographical  contribution  could 
appear.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Shearer,  who  has  recently  been 
honored  most  highly  by  American  bibliographers,  for  his  interest 
and  cooperation. 

The  means  by  which  these  titles  have  been  assembled  were  many 
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and  varied.  Note  of  such  Buffalo  titles  as  could  be  located  through 
catalogues  has  been  made  by  the  writer  on  the  occasion  of  visits  to 
several  libraries.  A  great  number,  however,  were  courteously  re 
ported  to  me  by  the  librarians  of  libraries  especially  rich  in  American 
imprints,  with  whom  I  am  in  constant  correspondence.  The  locations 
of  all  titles  found  are  indicated,  the  symbols  for  the  libraries  being 
those  adopted  by  the  Union  Catalog  of  the  Library  of  Congress  — 
symbols  which  are  coming  into  a  greater  and  greater  degree  of  ac 
ceptance  by  bibliographers. 

Among  the  librarians  to  whom  I  am  especially  indebted  are: 
R.  W.  G.  Vail  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  Willard  O. 
Waters  of  the  Henry  E.  Huntington  Library,  Alexander  J.  Wall  of 
the  New  York  Historical  Society,  L.  Nelson  Nichols  of  the  New 
York  Public  Library,  and  Charles  W.  Spencer  of  the  Colgate  Uni- 
versity  Library.  Mr.  V.  Valta  Parma,  curator  of  the  Rare  Book  Room 
of  the  Library  of  Congress,  has  been  conspicuously  helpful.  The 
Buffalo  Historical  Society,  the  Grosvenor  Library,  the  Buffalo  Public 
Library,  and  the  New  York  State  Library  rendered  much  appreciated 
assistance.  I  am  indebted  to  my  associate,  Mr.  Albert  H.  Allen,  for 
highly  competent  assistance  in  preparing  this  material  for  publication, 
and  to  Miss  Mildred  E.  Ross  of  the  Grosvenor  Library  for  the  ex' 
ceptional  pains  she  took  in  seeing  this  contribution  through  the  press. 

Some  of  the  issues  of  the  Buffalo  press  are  found  to  be  of  con' 
siderable  historical  interest  and  value.  In  the  early  days,  Buffalo  was 
the  gateway  to  the  west  for  emigrants  headed  for  Ohio,  Michigan, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin.  Oliver  G.  Steele,  with  his  press 
strategically  located,  had  the  foresight  to  see  the  usefulness  of  a  guide 
book  for  such  travelers.  His  Western  Guide  Boo\  and  Emigrant's 
Directory  went  through  sixteen  editions  in  the  years  1832-1849. 
Severance  recorded  but  one  of  these  —  the  fifth,  of  1836.  I  have  had 
the  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  locate  copies  of  all  but  the)  fourth, 
eighth,  and  thirteenth  editions,  which  have  thus  far  eluded  a  fairly 
diligent  search.  A  manual  which  guided  the  movements  of  thousands 
of  people  seeking  new  homes  in  the  unknown  west  has  obvious  im' 
portance,  and  the  location  of  copies  of  a  considerable  series  of  these 
Steele's  Guides  may  possibly  prove  of  use  to  some  historian  of  our 
nation's  great  shifts  of  population. 

Buffalo  was  also  advantageously  located  with  respect  to  Niagara 
Falls,  that  outstanding  natural  wonder  which  for  generations  has  been 
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the  goal  of  tourists  and  sightseers,  and  traditionally  of  newly-weds 
on  honeymoon  journeys.  Guides  to  Niagara  Falls  as  a  matter  of 
course  appeared  from  the  Buffalo  presses,  and  in  considerable  pro- 
fusion.  Outstanding  among  these  was  the  series  of  guide  books  com' 
piled  by  Horatio  A.  Parsons,  of  which  twelve  editions  appeared  in 
the  period  18344849.  Severance  listed  the  second,  1835;  third,  1836; 
seventh,  1840;  and  ninth,  1846.  Copies  of  all  the  other  editions  are 
here  located,  including  the  first,  1834,  the  existence  of  which  Sever' 
ance  doubted.  Oliver  Steele  saw  in  this  guide  book  another  oppor' 
tunity  and  promptly  bought  the  copyright  from  Parsons.  Beginning 
in  1840,  the  book  appeared  as  Steele's  Boo\  of  "Niagara  Falls. 

Other  guides  to  the  Falls,  some  of  them  not  noted  by  Severance, 
will  be  found  in  the  following  list.  Attention  might  be  called  to 
those  by  Thomas  G.  Hulett,  of  which  I  have  located  three  editions, 
which  were  not  listed  by  Severance,  including  that  of  1842,  which 
was  probably  the  first.  Of  seven  editions,  1842-1846,  Severance  noted 
the  third  and  fourth,  1843  and  1844.  The  second  and  sixth  are  still 
to  be  discovered.  Apparently  this  series  was  not  continued  after 
the  year  1846. 

In  the  bibliography  here  presented  will  be  found  a  very  few 
titles  which  were  recorded  by  Severance,  but  of  which  he  had  seen 
no  copies  or  only  copies  which  were  defective.  Also  there  will  be 
noted  in  the  bibliography  a  considerable  number  of  titles  which  are 
known  only  from  the  printed  title  pages  which  their  authors  or  pub- 
lishers deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the  United  States  district  court  for 
copyright  entry.  For  these  titles  I  am  indebed  to  Mr.  V.  Valta  Parma, 
who  helpfully  contributed  them  from  his  researches  among  the  copy- 
right archives  now  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  Some  of  these  pro 
jected  books  may  not  have  been  actually  published,  but  the  publica- 
tion of  their  titles  will  perhaps  stimulate  librarians  to  a  search  for 
copies  of  them. 

Finally,  as  an  appendix  to  the  bibliography,  there  are  added  a 
few  titles  which  have  the  names  of  Buffalo  publishers  in  their  im' 
prints  but  which  are  definitely  known  to  have  been  printed  elsewhere. 
There  still  remain  in  the  body  of  the  bibliography  some  titles  which 
are  doubtfully  of  Buffalo  origin  but  which  are  left  in  the  list  because 
no  clear  evidence  has  been  discovered  that  they  were  not  printed 
in  that  city.

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edition  Parsons  said  that  "most  of  the  first  edition  was  sold  in  the  course  of 
three  months  last  season"  and  claimed  that  his  was  the  first  book  of  the  kind 
ever  published — thus  disputing  priority  with  J.  W.  Ingraham's  Manual  for 
the  Use  of  Visiters  to  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  which  appeared  on,  or  just  before, 
July  I,  1854  (Severance,  p.  572;  Ingraham's  "Advertisement"  on  p.  2  of  his 
book  is  dated  July  1,  1834).  Charles  Faxon  also  printed  the  Ingraham  book.

But  A.  J.  Wall,  "A  List  of 
New  York  Almanacs,  1694-1850"  (New  York  Public  Library,  1921)  lists  the 
above  title  with  the  imprint  "Utica:  Printed  and  Published  by  William  Wil- 
liams." Wall,  however,  does  not  list  the  issue  with  the  Buffalo  imprint.

No  printer's  name  appears,  but  Mr.  R.  W.  G.  Vail,  librarian  of  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society,  has  compared  this  with  the  almanac  of  the  same  title 
issued  by  William  Ailing  at  Rochester  and  finds  that  the  two  were  obviously 
printed  in  the  same  office,  although  with  numerous  differences.  The  Rochester 
almanac  was  "Printed,  published,  and  sold,  wholesale  and  retail,  by  William 
Ailing."  Even  the  Buffalo  issue  carries  a  list  of  Rochester  city  officers  on  the 
second  page,  as  does  the  Rochester  issue  also. 
Wall,  op.  ext.,  p.  82,  does  not  list  this  Buffalo  issue.

The  Grosvenor  Library  is  the  reference  library  of  the  City  of 
Buffalo.  It  was  established  by  the  munificence  of  Seth  Grosvenor  who 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  business  men  of  Buffalo  before  the  city  was 
burned  in  1812.  He  died  in  1857  and  left  $40,000  to  found  a  refer- 
ence library  "the  books  not  to  be  lent  out  or  rented  and  only  used 
for  reading  in  the  building,"  the  purpose  being  to  supply  standard 
literature,  the  more  expensive  works  needed  by  students  and  books  for 
research.  The  act  making  provisions  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
bequest  was  passed  in  1859,  but  the  Library  was  not  opened  for  the 
public  until  1870.  The  present  building  was  erected  in  1895  and  the 
addition  in  1922. 

Although  possessing  this  endowment  the  Grosvenor  Library  is 
almost  wholly  supported  by  the  City  of  Buffalo  and  its  resources  are 
for  the  free  use  of  the  citizens,  there  being  no  membership  or  other 
special  privileges  connected  with  the  institution.  A  welcome  is 
extended  to  temporary  residents  and  strangers. 

The  Library  contains  over  278,000  volumes,  to  which  additions 
are  continually  being  made.  Library  hours  are:  Week  days  9  A.  M. 
to  10  P.  M.,  Sundays  2  to  9  P.  M.
